Albany, N. V., Jan. 28 {IP)—A 


delegation from school districts In 
the vicinity of the city of Kings- 
ton, but outside the limits of that 
municipality, are considering to- 
day what steps might be taken to 
provide high school facilities for 
their children. 


The delegation conferred yester- 


day with Dr. Ernest B. Cole, as- 
sistant state commissioner of edu- 
cation and counsel of the Educa- 
tion Department, regarding the re- 
fusal of the Kingston school au- 
thorities to admit to Kingston 
High School pupils-living outside 
the city. The refusal was based 
on the ground that the Kingston 
High School enrollment already 
had reached the saturation point. 


Dr. Cole told the delegation 


there was nothing the State Edu- 
cation Department could do in the 
matter at the present time. He 
suggested two courses of action, a 
formal appeal to the department, 
or the 
organization 
of 
a new 


school district. 


The assistant education com- 


missioner was Informed that to 
date only 20 or 25 children from 
outside the city have been barred 
from the Kingston school. There 
are, however, about 500 children 
outside the city who lack high 
school facilities.

lamp before starting to fill it.
